Instead of having to go to various 
departments of the city to find out 
why things have been done, or not 
been done, as it is now, the com­ 
plaining party may go direct to the 
city manager, and it is his duty to 
look into the matter and give the 
reason why a certain thing was, or 
w’as not done. 
This manager is under the direct 
supervision of the five commission­ 
ers and can be discharged if he is 
found to be incapable. 
This manager selects the heads 
of the various departments such as 
city clerk, chief of police, attorney 
etc. They are not selected because 
of politics, or because of any influ­ 
ence, blit because they are capable

DOES T H E W IN D BLOW? 


’HEN any part of the earth be­ 
comes heated by the sun’s rays, 
the air becomes thinner aud 
rises.

If he

The interesting 
idea 
in

learned

about Chinese sovereignty and Japa­ 
nese propinquity and so forth. 
It is 
this— that Europe is now ready to do 
certain 
things 
which 
she 
was not 
ready to do at the time of the Paris 
Conference when the Allied nations 
were flushed with victory and when 
the dire economic consequences of the 
war had not yet become fully appar­ 
ent. 
That is interesting because it is 
the exact reverse 
of 
what 
a great 
many oi us have believed to be true. 
To some who 
have 
thought about 
these matters it has seemed that the 
time of the Paris Conference was the 
“physiological moment’' for the car­ 
rying out of the great world reform 


that was and 
is 
necessary. 
Colonel 
House evidently does not think so, and 
he may he right. 
Hut there are those 
who will disagree with him. 
Wilson’s 
’failure, 
as he 
himself 
points out, 
was not due to Europe’s attitude. 
Eu­ 
rope did what he urged. It was Amer­ 
ica that refused to do it; and if she 
refused to do it then, is she likely to do 
anything of the sort now? 
Nevertheless, Colonel House’s idea 
is an interesting one. It is to he hoped 
that it is correct and that for this 
reason the Washington meeting will 
accomplish at least some small part of 
what the Paris Conference came so 
near accomplishing.
